Claims 1, 2, 31, and 32 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
fails to teach the claimed process where the composition consists of only a 
microcrystalline wax and either natural rubber or polyisoprene rubber. The closest prior 
art, Manson and Zemaitis, requires the presence of at least one other compound in the 
composition and is therefore not applicable.
